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DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Continued Examination 

1 . The request filed on 5/27/2008 for a Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 
based on parent Application No. 10/523408 is acceptable and a CPA has been established. An

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed "first rotary carousel" 
and "second rotary carousel", along with all the claimed elements attached to them ("slide units", 
"nozzles", "seats", "vacuum means") must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the apphcation. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 5/27/2008 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art could not 
alone or in combination anticipate or make obvious a capsule filling machine comprising a first 
rotary carousel supporting slide units for picking up and handling capsules, a second rotary 
carousel supporting hollow nozzles for picking up and holding granular material, the nozzles 
movable between a position for picking up the granular material by vacuum, and a position for 
depositing the granular material into the respective capsule. 

The most pertinent prior art, JOHNSTON ET AL, discloses a capsule filling machine 
with a plurality of reciprocating dosers mounted on a rotating carousel , the doser means 
operative between a first position in which the doser picks up particulate matter and second 
position in which the doser transfers the particulate matter into capsules. However, JOHNSTON 
ET AL does not disclose the doser means on a first carousel and the capsules held and moved on 
a second carousel. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
